The segregation of Negro students in Hempstead 
School District 1 was exposed Thursday by the Hempstead 


Committee of the American Labor Party of Nassau-Suffolk 
Counties. The charges were made®— shad 


in a documented brief, released 
and sent to over 200 individuals 
and organizations by Henry Do- 
liner, ALP executive secretary. 


The brief, entitled “Has Segrega-. 


tion Come to Hempstead Schools,” 
contains a map and statistics ob- 
tained from the office of District 
School Superintendent Dr. W. ~A. 
Kincaid. It charges that “approxi- 
mately 85 pupils attending Pros- 
pect St. School live in other school 
areas. Of these 85 students only 
six are -white, and; of the total 
number of pupils in the Prospect 
St.. School (236), only 18 are 
white... .” 


The map shows that children of 
the Ne residential areas are 
funnelled into the Prospect Street 
School, while the white children 
of the residential areas adjoining 
the Prospect St. School are being 
diverted into the Franklin and Lud- 
lum St. schools. 


ROOM FOR 100 MORE 


Other evidence in the brief 


shows that, according to official 


- school figures, “there is room for 
100 additional pupils in the Pros- 
pect St. School” while “the Ludlum 
St. School has an excess of 59 
pupils.” White pupils living adja- 
cent to Prospect School, however, 
are sent (at a great distance) to 
the Ludlum St. School.”

IDEA NOT NEW 


Judge Knox’ position on his right 
to handpick juries in his courts is 
not new, Sen. Langer said: In 1872, 
President Ulysses Grant named 
Isaac Charles Parker as judge in a 
Federal court covering territory 
west of Arkansas, with its seat in 
Fort Smith, Ark. 


“To give some idea what this 
judge was like,” said Langer,. “it 
will suffice to say that the judge 
scorned to have only one rope, de- 
manding 12 in order that 12 men 
might be suspended from a single 
ridge pole.

Trial of the Communists for 
advocating Marxian Socialism is 
scheduled to continue tomorrow 
morning in U. S. courthouse, Fo- 
ley Square. The Communists, who 
came into court as the accused, 
turned the tables, and during the 
first five days of the trial have 
become prosecutors of the U. S. 
Government. 

They are scheduled to introduce 
new witnesses and other evidence 
to support charges that ‘the in- 
dicting grand jury and all trial 
jury panels-in the New York 
Southern Federal District for the 
last 10 years have been deliberate- 
ly made up of the rich, propertied 
and. well-to-do. - 

This has been accomplished, the 
Comraunists assert, through delib- 
erate and unconsfititutional ex- 
clusion from the panels of the 
poor, the unemployed, Negroes, 
trade uinonists, women and per- 
sons affiliated with minority pod- 
litical parties. 

ASKS UNION OBSERVERS
